PREVENTED BY 
NEW BALLOTS 


Tabs With Numbers 
Prevent Changing 
Of Papers At 
Vote Booths. 


In British Crisis 


NEW LAW MAKES 
FRAUD HA R D E R 


To prevent "chain 
voting,” 
a 
practice used in certain election dis­ 
tricts in large cities where marked 
ballots are given voters before they 
go into the booths, ballots to be 
used in the primaries in Adams 
county and through Pennsylvania 
on September 16 will differ some­ 
what from those used heretofor. 
"Chain voting" is explained as a 
system whereby the first voter who 
goes into the polling place when the 
polls open in the morning does not 
deposit his ticket in the ballot box 
but takes it with him outside. It is 
then marked, and given to another 
voter, who deposits the first ticket 
in the ballot box and brings out with 
him the unmarked ballot handed 
him by the election board officials. 
By "chain voting" certain candi­ 
dates may be,voted for at the exclu­ 
sion of all others. 
Practically Unknown 
"Chain voting" is practically un­ 
known in rural districts, being used 
principally in 
large cities 
where 
election boards "close their eyes” on 
the infraction of the law. 
By an act of the last legislature. 
signed on June 22, 1931. by Gov­ 
ernor Gifford Pinchot, the system of 
"chain voting" is dealt a death blow 
in that it prevents an elector from 
depositing in the ballot box any bal­ 
lot other than that received from 
the election officers. 
Under the new law, the upper 
right hand corner of each ballot will 
be perforated and in the corner will 
be printed a number corresponding 
with the same number on the stub 
of the book of ballots. The initials 
*'R” and "D" will be printed along 
with the number to designate re­ 
publican or democratic ballots. 
Must See Ballot 
As each voter emerges from the 
voting booth, an election inspector 
must examine the ballot to deter­ 
mine whether the number corre­ 
sponds with that for which he is 
credited when he received the ticket. 
After this inspection.the perforated 
corner must be torn off and thrown 
away, after which the ballot must 
be deposited in the ballot box. 
Ballots deposited in the box with­ 
out the corner removed 
are 
void 
under the provisions of the act, and 
any judge or inspector of elections 
who permits any voter to cast a 
ballot into the box without first re­ 
moving the corner shall be guilty of 
a Ane of $10 for each ballot so voted. 
C. P. Palmer, clerk to the Adams 
county commissioners, today gave 
The Gettysburg Times a copy of the 
new act for publication. 
Tile act follows: 
“Section I. Be it enacted. Ste., 
That all official ballots, used at pri­ 
mary, municipal, general, or other 
elections, shall be bound together in 
books, in convenient numbers, in 
such manner that each ballot may 
be detached and removed separately. 
Each ballot shall be attached to a 
stub or counterfoil, and the stubs or 
counterfoils in each book shall be 
numbered successively. At primary 
elections, the numbers on the stubs

D. E. Weyant, Waynesboro, with 
w’hom the youth has been living 
since he was discharged as a patient 
at the Annie Warner hospital here. 
According to Mrs. Weyant, an 
X-ray was taken of her brother at 
Waynesboro, which revealed a pick 
of lead Imbedded In his ribs. 
Hts 
condition was said by his sister to 
be serious, before his admission to 
the hospital. 
Deardorff, who appeared on the 
Lincoln highway near Newman’s hill, 
more than three weeks ago with a 
bullet hole in his chest, told the 
state police stationed here, that he 
did not know who had shot him. 
He said that he was near a spring 
when he felt a pain in his chest, and 
looking down. saw the bullet hole. 
He declared he managed to reach 
the highway, where motorists found 
him and brought him to the War­ 
ner hospital, only after he had 
fainted several tunes on the trail 
from the hunting club to the road. 
No solution of the shooting has been 
made.

MISS KING IS 
IN ACCIDENT 


County Girl Runs Into Rear 
* 
Of Truck To Avoid 
Smash-up. 


In an effort to avoid a collision 
with an on-coming car, Miss Etta 
Ring, Lincoln Highway east, secre­ 
tary to Edmund W. Thomas, presi­ 
dent of the First National bank, 
drove her sedan into the rear of a 
state highway maintenance depart­ 
ment truck, which was parked on 
the crest of a hill, two and a half 
miles east of Gettysburg on the Lin­ 
coln Highway at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning. 
Miss Ring escaped injury, but the 
front end of her car was so badly 
damaged that the machine had to 
be towed to Gettysburg. 
The highway department’s truck, 
driven by John JD. Settle, Seven 
Stars, was loaded with asphalt, and 
a stop was made to put some of the 
road material on the highway. 
Miss Ring, who was one her way 
to work, saw the parked truck and 
was about to drive around the left 
side when an on-coming car forced 
her back to the right side of the 
highway. 
Before she was able to 
stop, Miss Ring’s car struck tile rear 
end of the truck. 
Damage to Miss Ring’s car was 
estimated at $50 by A. E. Hutchison, 
Gettysburg, who towed in the dam­ 
aged machine. Only slight damage 
was done to the truck. 
A local state highway motor pa­ 
trolman, who investigated, said a 
charge of violating the motor code 
may be laid against Settle.

71 Pedestrians 
The increase in fatalities reported 
in July last is shown chiefly in ac­ 
cidents involving collision with fixed 
objects and 
accidents 
involving 
pedestrians. 
The former type of 
accidents caused thirty-six fatalities 
compared with eighteen in July, 
1930. or an increase of IOO per cent. 
Seventy-one pedestrians were killed 
last month, an increase of nine per 
cent over July, 1930. Since the first 
of the year 507 fatal accidents in­ 
volving pedestrians have been re­ 
ported.

Friends Here Learn Of Death 
In Atlantic City; Husband

John P. Nicholson, first chairman of 
the Gettysburg national park com­ 
mission, serving from 1893 to 1921. 
Mrs. Nicholson was prominent so­ 
cially in Gettysburg during her resi­ 
dence on Springs avenue. 
Colonel Nicholson died in March, 
1922, in Philadelphia.

FARMERS ASK 
FOR NEW ROAD 


Would 
Rather 
Have 
Pine 
Road Improved Than 
Hunters* Run. 


A delegation of Cumberland coun­ 
ty farmers visited Governor Pinchot 
Wednesday at Harrisburg requesting 
that construction on the Pine road, 
about a mile northwest of Mt. Holly 
Springs, be given 
the 
preference 
when road construction is started by 
the state in Cumberland county. 
The road, a part of the township 
road system taken over by the state, 
leads from the Carlisle-Mt. ‘Holly 
Springs highway, one mile north­ 
west of Holly, and follows the Yel­ 
low Breeches creek at Huntsdale. 
The road, which is about twelve 
miles long, is greatly in need of re­ 
pairs, the governor’s callers inform­ 
ed him. 
The road which 
parallels the 
Reading railroad tracks, in addition 
to, affording the principal road 
artery to the stations along this 
line, serves as an outlet to main 
highways few residents of a large 
area in Dickinson and Penn town­ 
ships. the delegation said. 
William B. Barnitz, Carlisle and 
Barnitz warehouse merchant; Earl 
McCoy, manager of the milk receiv­ 
ing depot at Barnitz, and Thomas 
LeDane, of Penn township, declared 
that an improved road was neces­ 
sary for the farmers who deal at 
the warehouse and milk station as 
well as for the school buses which 
ply that route. 
Because of the scarcity of farms 
located along the Hunters Run- 
Caledonia road, for which plans 
already have been laid for improve­ 
ment, the delegation asked that the 
Pine road be considered before con­ 
struction work was begun on the 
Caledonia road. On the Pine road 
there are 127 families while on the 
other stretch of mountain road 
there are only five farms.

BY VERDICT HERE 


Trial Of (’anes In 
August 
Term Gomes To Abrupt 
End Wednesday. 


Trial of cases at the August term 
of court which opened on Monday 
came to an abrupt end, Wednesday 
afternoon. 
After a court-directed verdict in 
favor of Theodore W. Stape. of Get­ 
tysburg, charged with larceny by 
bailee, in connection with the pur­ 
chase of some Jewelry from a Han­ 
over concern, the case against Ells­ 
worth Woodward, charged with as­ 
sault and battery, was called, but 
was settled before a Jury was chosen.

These are the courses which attract 
a large percentage of the pupils who 
do not continue to college and their 
importance in the new curriculum is 
directly due to the great gaim in sec­ 
ondary school enrollment. 
The emphasis placed on both com­ 
mercial and vocational courses is gen­ 
erally described by the state depart­ 
ment of instruction as one of the “post 
war" developments. 
The demand for 
the courses arose during the W orld 
W ar period and has increased rapidly 
with each biennium. 
Interest* of Schools 
Two years ago D r. John A. H . 
Keith, in an introduction to a statis­ 
tical report on high school classifica­ 
tion, said: 
"The program of studies offered is 
rapidly expanding to provide more 
adequately for the interests and needs 
of the heterogeneous group of boys and 
flirls coming to the secondary school. 
This is evidenced by the extension of 
the work in fine and practical arts, in 
vocational subjects and in commercial 
fields" 
The same report, in commenting on 
the practical arts and vocational sta­ 
tistics, noted: 
"Pennsylvania 
has 
experienced 
a 
phenomenal growth in industrial arts 
work. 
There are at the present time 
( PV8-29 term ), more than 1,100 in­ 
dustrial arts teachers employed in the 
junior and senior high schools of the 
state. 
In addition to this there are 
740 teachers engaged in the '.Smith- 
11 ughcs vocational industrial educa­ 
tion. 
Industrial education, in its v ar­ 
ious forms, lias come to be accepted 
as an integral part of each junior and 
senior high school. 
“At one time woodworking was con­ 
sidered the essential type of shop work 
lo be included in a school curriculum. 
Today a variety of industrial work is 
T u rtle d as a necessity.” 
Mechanical Studies 
Electricity, foundry, general shop, 
industrial mathematics, machine shop, 
mechanical drawing, metal working, 
printing and woodworking courses are 
now firmly installed in the state sys­ 
tem. 
Their importance is indicated 
by 1929-30 statistics which showed 
that for every IOO pupils in grades 
Mven to twelve the class totals re­ 
vealed 25 enrolled in these courses. 
Even with allowance for the inevitable I 
duplications in the class totals, the I 
figures arc impressive for they dis 
closed that 151,128 boys were taking | 
one or more of the courses. 
A separate phase of the industrial 
courses is contained in the part-tim e 
and vocational 
data 
which 
showed 
7,094 boys enrolled in “unit trade" 
courses within the school; 2,267 in 
coi*perative, part-tim e courses divid­ 
ing tile periods equally between school J 
and shop, and 8,189 in evening exten­ 
sion classes. 
Home Economies 
Home economics is now regarded 
by the state departm ent as "a constant 
througliout 
the junior high school 


ness offices. 
Junior b u s h e s training 
instructs the pupil, among other things, 
to earn efficiently, spend wisely, save 
systematically and invest wisely. 
It 
was being studied by 36,696 pupils in 
1930 and was one of the most popu­ 
lar courses, 
In commercial courses, the state 
schools employed a 
total 
of 
1,377 
teachers in 1930 as com pared with 811 
in 
1924. 
The 217,291 
class enroll­ 
ment 
total 
was 
approxim ately 
one 
third of the secondary school total. 
Compared with 
1924 
<»tatistics, the 
class totals represented 35 for every 
IOO pupils enrolled as against 20 for 
every IOO six years previously. 
By combining the class enrollment 
totals of the industrial, commercial 
aud home economics course, att aggre­ 
gate .close to the year's total enroll­ 
ment is obtained. 
The resultant total, 
while including numerous duplications, 
leads 
fairly to the conclusion that 
practically every high school pupil in j 
Pennsylvania today is taking one or 
more courses to prepare for business, 
industry or home making.

To Organize Hoover’s Relief Body 
VICTIMS OF BANDIT CHASE 


New York (AP)—The president of 
the largest private corporation in 
the world has been chosen by Presi­ 
dent Hoover to shoulder the task of 
organising America's resources for 
unemployment 
relief 
during 
the 
coming winter, 
He is Walter Sherman Gifford. 46. 
president of the Arr^rican Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph company, a 
business whose claimed assets of 
more than three billion dollars are 
almost a third barger than any other 
industrial, utility or railroad group­ 
ing in the world. 
Mr. Gifford roee to fame largely 
on figures and the interpretation he 
gave them. He organized his com­ 
pany’s statistical service, said to be 
the most extensive of any private 
business in the world. 
Glutton for Facts 
It Is facts, figures and details 
th at concern Mr. Gifford. 
He is a 
serious man. 
A friend says he 
plays seldom. 
He rides a horse on 
Thimble farm, his home in North 
Castle, New York. and swims some. 
He does not golf, play cards or 
dance. He reads a great deal, but 
it is serious reading generally. 
The phrase ‘‘business giant" is a 
pet aversion of Mr. Olfford. 
He 
does not believe in the existence of 
such people. 
One-man organiza­ 
tions are a thing of the p ast 
He began his business career as 
a clerk for Western Electric in Chi­ 
cago in 1904, going to New York 
for Western Electric two years later. 
In 1908 he became chief statistician 
for the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company. 
During the war he did an exhaus­ 
tive job in organizing the Allied 
Munitions council. 
In 1019 he re­ 
turned to the company as vice presi­ 
dent; three years later he was a 
director; two years more, executive 
vice-president; in 1925, president. 
Gives Few Orders 
When ne gives an order he talks. 
in the words of a close associate, 
“up, around, above below, between 
and among the subject; then makes 


a decision." 
He likes to talk to 
someone, probably to clarify and as­ 
certain the basic situation. 
He gives few orders. 
His assist­ 
ants usually get advice only when 
they ask for it. 
He does not call 
them In. He believes in the great­ 
est possible freedom of choice for 
all executives. 
His business philosophy is sim­ 
ple. A few years ago. outlining the 
policy of American Telephone and 
Telegraph, he said tile company 
never would make speculative prof­ 
its; that all surplus would be used 
to reduce rates or extend service. 
Lives Quietly on Farm 
Mr. Gifford has two young sons. 
He lives quietly on Thimble farm. 
so called because of its size. It has 
about four bedrooms. 
He is precise in the extreme. He 
even empties the ashtrays before 
retiring at night. 
He is consider­ 
ate of his employes. 
One day, coming to town, his 
chauffeur made an abrupt stop at 
an intersection. Mr. Gifford repri­ 
manded the chauffeur. The chauf­ 
feur was angry. 
That night when he went home 
the chauffeur still was angry. 
So 
Mr. Gifford apologized for 20 min­ 
utes before he entered his home, 
telling the chauffeur in great de­ 
tail what an excellent driver he 
really was.

Baton Rouge, Aug. 27 
(AP)—At 
the call of Governor Long, the 
Louisiana legislature met Tuesday 
night to consider his proposal to bar 
cotton raising in 1932 because of the 
price depression and to prevent the 
gathering or marketing of any cot­ 
ton grown th at year. 
On the point of legality, the gov­ 
ernor offered the plan to the legisla­ 
ture as a means of exterminating 
the root rot, boll weevils and other 
pests and declared in his proclama­ 
tion that the action was necessary 
for the assistance to the cotton in­ 
dustry. 
He predicted the measure would 
pass “almost unanimously." 
His 
proclamation, calling the legislators 
into session, dealt entirely with the 
crop-relief movement. 
It specified

by President Paul von Hindenburg 
of a decree asked for by the gov­ 
ernment last week.

part of his

powers to the seventeen states com­ 
posing the reich, enabling them to 
override constitutional laws and en­ 
force drastic economies on munici­ 
palities, many of which ,lt is as­ 
serted, are conducting affairs ex­ 
travagantly. 
The purpose Is to cut all expen­ 
ditures to the bone in order that
